Jution in England, Bur it has been often the Calamity of 
all © ges to palliate Vice with falſe Glofſes, andto criminate 
the beit » tions of the mot! Virtuous and moſt Picus Men. 
$o that Truth and Inn cency , without forme Deſenee, has 
nor proved at all times a ſufficient Bullwork againſt 
malitious Falſhands and Calumnies. Wherefore I ſhall 
endeavour to give you a true and brict Accout t of 1har 
marter, aST my ſelf have buen a Perſonal Witncts to molt

Freaerick Fhuddeps, © oll, 
Sreph in © ortliuat, & oll, Nec cls Sayard, all of Duich 
Virch, 41 Vientrs, und the rwo lait, tor the [pace of ncar 
thirty Ycoars Pit Eiders 4nd Deacons of the Duich i-ro- 
teiltant t huchin New Yu:k, and moſt affetionare to 
the Ragal Hyuſe of Orange; It was Reſolved by the laid 
Licu:. Gov.rncr and Council, to call and conveen totheir 
Alliitance all the Jultices of the Yeace, ' and other civil 
Magiſtrates, and the Commiſſion O:keers in the Prov nce, 
tor to conlult an1 adviſe with them what might be proper 
for the Preſervation ot the Peace, and the Satcty ot ta:d 
Province in that Conjuntture, till Urders ſhould arrive 
from England. .

Which 
id Letters were moſt gracioully received, and anſwered 
by his Majeſtics Letter. bearing date the 3oth of J:/z,165y. 
Bur againſt Exp: Ration, it ſoon happened, that on the 
laft day of ſaid Moneth ot May, Capr. Leyfer having a 
Veſſcl with ſomeWines inthe Road, tor which he retuſed ro

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ſort of the Inhabitants (afficming, Ther King Jaines being 
fled the Kjngdom, ai menner of Government was {allen in thes 
Province) to riſe jn Arms, and torcibly poſſeſs theaiſelves 
ot the Fort and Stores, which' accocdingly was effeted 
whileft the Licut.
